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Fire Claims Life of Rom

On Thursday, July 9, the Romulus 
Fire Department was called to the scene 
of a house fire at 11468 Whitehorn. The 
call was received by the City's 911 emer- 
gency line at 2:51 a.m. 

Fifty-year-old Phyllis Wells, a resi- 
dent of the home, perished in the fire. 
The preliminary autopsy revealed that 

_ Wells died of smoke inhalation; she also 
suffered second-degree burns. Attempts 
by Fire Department personnel to revive 
her were futile. 

The 84-year-old owner of the home 

_ was awakened by smoke. He went to the 
kitchenareaand called out several times, 

~ then made his way, through thick smoke, 
out of the house and into the back yard, 
where he removed the air conditioner 
from Wells' window. His efforts, however, 
were too late. 

It is the opinion of the Romulus Fire 
Department that, if the house had been 


equipped with a properly functioning 
smoke detector, this fatality might have 
been prevented. 

Forthe second time in six days, afire 
occurred at a vacant house located at 
30601 Eureka. 

The fires are believed to have been 
of suspicious origin. 

The Romulus Fire Departmentwould 
like to once again remind the community 
that, through a State grant, the Depart- 
ment has received 500 smoke detectors 
which are available, free of charge, to 
low-income families and senior citizens. 
City residents may obtain more informa- 
tion about the distribution and installa- 
tion of these smoke detectors by calling 
941-8585 during regular business hours, 
or by making inquiries at Romulus Fire 
Station #4, which is located at 28777

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State Representative Candidate 
Pitoniak Discusses Issues

As mandated by the State of Mich- 
igan's constitution, State congressional 
districts must be redefined every 10 years 
based upon figures gathered by the Unit- 
ed States Bureau of Census. Because of 
this law, the 1992 elections will find the 
cities of Romulus and Taylor combining 
to form a new district, to be designated 
as the 22nd Congressional District. 

Previously, Taylor was the sole com- 
munity in the 29th District, while Romu- 
lus was represented by James Kosteva 
(D-Canton) as part of the 37th District, 
along with all of Wayne, Belleville, Van 
Buren Township, and part of Canton. 

Taylorresident Gregory Pitoniak, 37, 
has, for the past four years, represented 
Taylor's 29th District: In the upcoming 
primary to be held on Tuesday, August 4, 
Pitoniak will vie with Romulus resident 
Catalina Hall forthe rightto represent the 
Democrats of the new 22nd District inthe 
November 1992 general election. 

In a recent interview, Pitoniak was 
asked to briefly explain why redistricting 
is necessary. 

"It's done to insure that the congres- 
*sional concept of 'one person, one vote’ 
is upheld,” he said: "Over the course of 
10 years, population shifts can result in 
uneven districts and, therefore, one Dis- 
trict can then have less of a say than 
another." 

Pitoniak was also asked to comment 
on Michigan's use of property taxes to 
fund schools. 

"Overall, | don't think that schools 
should be dependent on property taxes 
for funding,” said Pitoniak. "Taylor and 
Romulus are both above the State aver- 
age in school millage, and the millage in 
both cities is roughly the same. 

"Yet," he continued, "Romulus and 
Taylor are both below the State average 
in money received per child. Of course, 
since Romulus is an out-of-formula dis- 
trict, everything becomes more complex; 
but the general principle is the same. 

"We have to equalize State spend- 
ing for schools, but this can't be done 
with, the disparity we have in property 
taxes. What's really happening here is 
that our residents are paying more and 
getting less.” 

Pitoniak then addressed the pos- 
sible alternative of funding schools via 
an increase in the State sales tax. 

"I think the concept of funding schools 
through an increase in State sales tax 
has some appeal," he said. 

"Using property taxes for schools is 
often unfair. You can have people who 
will work, retire, and then find that their 
property taxes are higherthan their mort- 
gage payments. In a scenario like this, 
approximately 60% of their property taxes 
go to support the schools. 

"I'm not talking about raising taxes," 
he explained, "but, rather, trading taxes: 
as the sales taxes would increase, the 
Property taxes would decrease." He 
added that, if additional sales-tax mon- 
ies were used to fund schools, those 
monies could be pooled by the State and 
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Representative Gregory E. Pitoniak 


subsequently allocated to schools in a 
more even distribution than the current 
system provides. 

Recently, it has been reported that 
Pitoniak votes primarily against pro- 
choice abortion legislation. 

When asked to comment on this 
issue, he replied, “Although I've never 
been endorsed by any pro-life organiza- 
tion, I'm personally comfortable with dis- 
couraging it (abortion) through public 
policy. Whetheror not government makes 
the ultimate decision that declares abor- 
tion is not a legal option, it would be .. . 
difficult for me to support. 

"Concerning the issues of parental 
and informed consent, I've voted for 
parental consent, as | view that as more 
of a family-value type of concern. | did 
vote for a State version of informed con- 
sent, but that legislation is presently in 
committee and now seems unlikely to 
become law.” 

Pitoniak then noted that, in.an effort 
to learn of Romulus’ State-related con- 
cerns, he recently met with Romulus 
public officials. 

Stated Pitoniak, "| asked the Romu- 
lus community leaders to inform me of 
any events in which they felt my. partici- 
pation would be appropriate and useful. 
In Taylor, I've always tried to be as public 
as possible; to get out into the commu- 
nity as much as | can. | plan to continue 
these efforts in Romulus." 

In conclusion, Pitoniak said that he 
would welcome invitations to come to 
Romulus to speak at, or participate in, 
any civil function. 

"In the past," he noted, "I've almost 
always been able to comply with any 
requests for speaking at or attending a 
gathering. | enjoy it and do my best."

Romulus Fire Chief William Green- 
slait, 54, is a man who loves his job. We 
met recently at his office at Fire Station 
#4, located on Eureka Road, to talk about 
his firefighting career. 

Said Greenslait, “My first love has 
always been firefighting. After 31 years 
in the profession, | still love getting up 
each morning and going. to work." 

A large man with "whitish" hair, the 
Chief spoke enthusiastically about the 
Fire Department— and everything else. | 
asked him to describe the normal opera- 
tion of the Romulus Fire Department. 

"Romulus is divided into four sec- 
tions — two on each side of I-94. There 
are two battalion chiefs, one for each half 
of the City. Then, for each of the four 
sectors, there's a captain and 10 fire- 
fighters. Of course, directly under me is 
my deputy chief, Bob Pecsenye, and our 
fire marshal, David Allison." 

| learned, then, that Jerry Ladach 
and William Daughenbaugh are the bat- 
talion chiefs. Margaret Leduc serves as 
emergency management coordinator 
and the Chief's secretary is Jennifer 
Holtschlag. 

Continuing his departmental run- 
down, Greenslait said, "For a fire or a 
burning complaintthat's less thaniastruc- 
turalorcommercialfire, eachsectortakes 
care of its own area. But, if it's structural 
orcommercialinnature, asecond sector 
will be called in. After that, we go to other 
cities under our mutual-aid plan.” 

Except forthe chief, the fire marshal, 
the emergency management coordina- 
tor, and the chief's secretary, the Romu- 
lus Fire Departmentis a volunteer force. 

"Actually, there's little difference in 
having volunteers or nonvolunteers,” said 
Greenslait."Our peopleare all extremely 
dedicated individuals and, by State law, 
they receive the same training as  full- 
time firefighters. The only contrastis that 
full-time firefighters are sitting in the sta- 
tion, waiting for a.call, while our volun- 
teers are at home. That saves the tax- 
Payers.a lot of money:” 

The Chief is.a firm believer in con- 
tinuing education for his:men, as well as 
for himself; He-has taken numerous fire 
courses, including an:eight-week course 
given by the Michigan State Police Fire 
Academy. After successfully passing the 
State Police course, he received the title 
of State Certified Fire Inspector. Also, 
Greenslait said, he attends a one-day 
class in Lansing or Wayne every three 
months. 

"We also film all our training ses- 
sions, and even the actual fires. That 
way, we can later put it into a VCR and 
critique Ourselves.” _ 

The Chief also noted that select indi- 
viduals are assigned to the Hazardous 
Material Response Team, and that they 
receive special training for this duty. 
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Greenslait was a Taylor firefighter 
for 26 years. Having worked his way up 
to battalion chief, he was ready to retire 
when the position of Romulus Fire Chief 
became available. 

Greenslait smiled, "| pretty much put 
retirement on the back burner, applied 
for this job, and got it. Overall, | try to 
maintain my position as chief and still be 
one of the guys. We all really need each 
other in order to accomplish our 
firefighting mission." 

In the five years that Greenslait has 
been Romulus ' fire chief, the City has, he 
said, purchased some of the best 
firefighting equipment available, andthe 
Department has been, able to comply 
with all State requirements. 

He explained, "We've been very for- 
tunate inhaving anunderstanding mayor 
and city council. With their help, we've 
been able to get three fire engines, two 
heavy-duty rescue trucks, a pickup truck 
for the fire marshal, and a car for my 
use." 

He also mentioned new, self-con- 


_tained breathing apparatus, all-new rub- 


ber hoses, and several pieces of state- 
of-the-art training equipment. ; 

"When | first came here," Greenslait 
concluded, "| was able to convince the 
firefighters that we were going to im- 
prove the Fire Departmentin all aspects.” 
And, with his ability to upgrade training 
and obtain all the necessary equipment, 
he has done just that. 

| then discovered that,. recently, 
Romulus lost two of its firefighters — one 
to Wayne. and another to Garden City. 
Greenslait has since talked to the fire 
chiefs of both those communities. 

"They.wanted to know if | had more 
like those guys," he smiled. He then 
explained that some firefighters utilize 
their Romulus experience as a stepping 
stone to other, full-pay jobs, while other 
men "stay forever." They remain, said 
the Chief, simply because they like fight- 
ing fires. 

We soon turned to Greenslait's fu- 
ture goals as the head’ of the Romulus 
Fire Department, 

“Next March, we plan to ask the 
people for an'appropriate millage to pur- 
chase a:100-foot aerial-platform fire en- 
gine. It will cost about $525,000 and will 
last for 15 years — first as a ‘front-line’ 
vehicle, then as a ‘standby’.” 

With a metal, bucket-like cage on 
top of the 100-foot ladder, he added, the 
Department would be even better pre- 
pared in the event of a fire at the Romu- 
lus Senior Tower or at one of the City's 
numerous hotels. 

One a more personal note, Green- 
slait said, "| want to leave Romulus with 
the best service that the taxpayers’ money 
could provide. . .and! wantto know that 
I've helped the Department reach that 
plateau.”

Chief Greenslait and his wife Jackie 
live in Gibraltar and: recently celebrated 
their thirty-third’ wedding anniversary. 
Living near the water, they enjoy boating 
and fishing. Often; he stated, they'll go 
foraboatride inthe evening after he gets 
home from work. 

The Greenslaits have three adult 
children. William L., 32, is married to 
Shelly, and they have two children '— 
Brooke, age four, and Travis, who's two. 
They live in Taylor, where William works 
for Kelly Koin. 

Michael is 29. He and his wife Sue 
live near Lansing, where Michael will 
soon become an anesthesiologist. 

Daughter Stacy is a senior at East- 
ern Michigan University, where she's 
studying biology and chemistry. Upon 
graduation, said the Chief, she will prob- 
ably enter some aspect of the environ- 
mental field. 

Greenslait also keeps busy main- 
taining memberships in several organi- 
zations. He's been in Taylor's Veterans 
of Foreign Wars (VFW) Post #4422 and 





the Taylor Democratic Club — both for 25 
years. In addition, he’s involved with 
many firefighting-related committees and 
organizations. 

Toward the end of our conversation, 
discovered that Chief Greenslait was a 
member of Taylor's Board of Education 
from 1980 to 1984. 

When. asked to elaborate, he re- 
plied, "Well, because of budget cuts, the 
students — including my kids — weren't 
able to have any extra-curricular activi- 
ties. | didn't like that, and decided to do 
something about it.” 

This type of positive action further 
illustrates that William Greenslait is defi- 
nitely a man of strong conviction. He's a 
man who came to the Romulus Fire 
Department, determined what needed to 
be done, and then did it. 

And, because of his accomplish- 
ments, Romulus residents can sleep a 
whole lot better at night — except, per- 
haps, forthe firefighters who are athome,

NOW Activists Support Abortion and 
Reproductive Rights

The Michigan conference of the 
National Organizationfor Women (NOW) 
believes in self-determination, equality, 
freedom of religion, the right to privacy, 
and that most basic freedom we cele- 
brate as Americans, the right to call our 
body our own. We ask women and men 
in Michigan to join with us in our work to 
secure and maintain these rights of free 
people. Bodily integrity and reproductive 
freedom are the very pillars on which all 
other rights for women are built. 

We do not believe, for one moment, 
that the right to safe and legal abortion 
and birth control is protected by this 
Supreme Court or any other institution of 
this government. We witness daily the 
relentless assault upon the rights of 
women, people of color, the poor, and 
the children of this country. We under- 
stand only too well the full implication of 
this carefully orchestrated campaign to 
return women and minorities to the con- 
trolling slavery of past centuries. 

Knowing that the majority of Ameri- 
cans want reproductive decisions to re- 
main private, and free of government 
regulation or intervention, this Supreme 
Court has willingly become an instru- 
ment of the forces in this country working 
to dismantle Rae vs. Wade, piece by 
Piece. To assert that a woman facing a 
crisis pregnancy does not understand or 
has not thought of the options available 
to her is as ludicrous as it is insulting. But 
we also know it is dangerous. We know 
what will happen when women are de- 


nied the rights safeguarded by Roe: 
women will die. 

This month, we were told that Roe is 
upheld; that the right to legal and safe 
abortion is secure except for "reason- 
able restrictions" and "protective con- 
trols." Mandated propaganda and medi- 
cal misinformation is written by anyone 
who happens to be in a legislature, re- 
gardless of his/her medical expertise or 
respect for the truth. The 24-hour forced 
wait is particularly offensive in light of the 
illegal actions of anti-abortion groups 
who bomb and vandalize property, and 
who stalk, harass, and terrorize women 
patients, doctors, andclinic staff allacross 
the Country. 

Some of us remember how similar 
"restrictions" and "requirements" were 
applied to African-Americans residing in 
certainstates when they daredto exercise 
their right to vote. We know what the 
philosophy of "states' rights" means when 
it is applied to personal rights and per- 
sonal freedoms. 

NOW invites you to join in making 
Michigan a state that respects women 
and trusts them to do what is best for 
themselves and for their families. Edu- 
cate legislators, religious leaders, and 
judges alike. Help them to understand 
that we will have control over our bodies 
and our lives. We will have freedom of 
and from religion. We will not cower 
before men who hide behind robes to 
carry out their own particular insidious 
forms of tyranny. 

Finally, our comments are simple 
enough for most people to understand, 
but we will repeat them. NO means NO. 
Enough is enough. We will not go back. 
The days of asking, pleading, and bar- 
gaining are gone. We do not need or 
seek permission, blessing, acceptance, 
or protection. We will have what is right- 
fully and justly ours, and we will fight 
back.

The plays, ac- 
cording to Kadau, will depict life and 
entertainment as it was from the 1920s 
through the 1940s. 

Recently, Kadau took over the build- 
ing that once housed the old theatre and 
has transformed it into a combination 
auction service and resale shop. 

Explained Kadau, "This building, it- 
self, is full of history, and I'd like to bring 
it back to the way it was. The original 
theatre stage is still here, and, if things go 
well, I'd like to put an old-time marquee 
onthe outside of the building. I'd also like 
to have a ticket booth, just to get every- 
thing the way it was when it was the old 
Family Theatre." 

Kadau went on to say that, once the 
theatre is renovated, he would like to be 
able to serve breakfast and dinner in a 
portion of the building. That way, he said, 
he'd be able to bring "dinner theatre" to 
Romulus. 

"Of course, the breakfast service 
won't really be connected with the the- 
atre, but it will give folks a chance to 
come in and, perhaps, talk about the old 
times." 

Presently, Kadau has divided the 
building into two parts. The larger area 
contains antiques and collectibles, while 
the smaller portion is used as a resale 
shop. Concerning the antique business, 
Kadau stated that he would like to have 
"all-day auctions" — ultimately, on a 
monthly basis. 

"How often we'll have auctions, now, 
will depend on the number of items | 
have," he said. "Right now, I'd need 
anywhere from 250 to 500 items before 
I'd hold an auction." Kadau added that 
| the auctions will likely be held at a local 
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hall, and will be conducted by licensed, 
professional auctioneers. 

Already in place for the prospective 
dinner-theatre business is an old-time 
restaurant booth. A sampling of other 
antiques and collectibles would include 
an 1887 washing machine; a 1920 Romu- 
lus Dairy Farm milk bottle; a 1920s-era 
"Silvertone" radio; various books and 
magazines from the 1930s; and, from 
the 1800s, an all-copper boiler that was 
used to heat water for washing clothes. 

Displaying his expertise on antique 
valuation, Kadau pointed out how two of 
the antique egg-beaters that he has for 
sale can vary in value. 

"Often, items like these egg-beaters 
will have a large difference in price. In 
this particular case, the egg-beater with 
the wooden handle is worth a lot more 
than the one with the metal handle.” 

Kadau also noted that, thanks to the 
upcoming auctions, he expects to have 
continual stock turnover. He added that, 
if enough customer interest is shown, he 
will periodically have an appraiser on 
hand for small-fee appraisals.

34th District Court's Garden 
Grows Plenty & Good 


By Lynn Carver 

There's a garden behind the 34th 
District Court building — located at 11131 
Wayne Road — that's growing more than 
vegetables this summer. As the garden 
is tended by Court-sentenced misde- 
meanants, a growing sense of responsi- 
bility and positive thinking on the part of 
the probationers is also being produced 
by the garden, says Carol Bowman. 

Bowman, a State of Michigan em- 
ployee and director of the Probation 
Department, recently explained that the 
garden work program — a part of a larger 
Court-directed work program — was initi- 
ated by Judge Felix Rogalle. 

"The overall work program began in 
February this year," said Bowman. "Pres- 
ently, there are misdemeanants doing 
various manual-labor jobs, such as pick- 
ing up garbage along the roads and 
cleaning parks. But the most positive 
response fromthe workers, themselves, 






comes from those whowork the garden.” 

Bowman continued, saying that the 
harvested vegetables will be distributed 
to senior citizens and to authorized food 
distribution points. 

In order to implement the work pro- 
gram, the Court and the City of Romulus 
first agreed that the labor had to be 
nonunion, added Bowman. She further 
noted that the size of the work crews vary 
according to the number of available 
supervisors. They canrun anywhere from 
15 to 30 probationers per week, she 
said, with crews normally being larger in 
summer than in winter. 

Summing up, Bowman stated, "The 
workers like the fact that they're growing 
something, and that the food will go to 
seniors and other deserving people. 

"The whole work program is good for 
the community, especially when you re- 
alize that each misdemeanant pays $20 
per day to work in the program." Q 
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Misdemeanant workers get satisfaction from knowing that the food they grow 


will feed senior citizens.

Teen Talk: Health 


Keeping Summertime Boredom at Bay

Summertime, and the livin' is easy 

. at least, that’s how it should be. 

Unfortunately, however, such is not al- 
ways the case. Too often, adolescents 
find themselves bored — at loose ends 
with little to do. Hanging out at the local 
party store or mallis hardly a stimulating 
summertime activity. It also can be a 
ready invitation to mischief or more seri- 
ous trouble. Parents can't monitor all 
their teen's activities every minute of the 
day; they have to trust that their teen is 
taking care of himself. And, if you work, 
that's even harder to do. 

Adolescents, like allofus, need some 
structure for their time and their day. 
Without structure, they may end up in 
trouble. Parents should pay special at- 
tention to their teen during the summer, 
evenwhenthe teen doesn'twant it. Some 
suggestions for parents include: 

+ Make some time for your teen. Plan 
outings or activities that you can do 
together. Plan outings with cousins or 
friends. 

* Respect your teen's privacy. Don't 
pry, but, if a behavior is worrying you, 
don't hesitate to speak up. 

* Set reasonable limits. Rules need to 
be set with your teen, no matter how 
much they balk. But be reasonable 
with the rules and be open to appro- 
priate negotiations. 

* Listen. There's nothing more impor- 
tant that a parent can do than to listen 
—really listen —to their child. It's often 
hard to do inthe chaos of daily life, but 
make an extra effort. 

* Help your teen to independence and 
sensible decision-making. Praise her 
when she makes agoodchoice. Don't 
intervene unless you really have to. 

Summertime can be fun, but it has its 
own stresses. If you and/or your teen 
need to talk with someone, callthe Health 
Center and ask for an appointment with 
our counselor. Our staff is available 
throughout the summer for your medical 
and counseling needs. Enjoy!
